Plus" system of determining stee: 
prices is held by tho Federal Trade 
commission to be r.ot only an unfair 
method of competition but a violation 
of the Clayton act in that it (is a 
means of price discrimination. 


In an order directing the United 


States St»el corporation and its sub- 
sidiaries to abandon the system by 
•which rolled steel 
products shipped 


from various points are quoted at ths 
Pittsburgh base price plus 
freight 


charges from that city to destination, 
the commission asserts that it is a 
method of price lining not founded 
on the law of supply and demand. 


Operation of tho system, the com- 


mission declares, tends to retard the 
steel business, in Ml! centers except 
Pittsburg, to lessen and 
eliminate 


competition, and to increase.costs'to 
consumers to an amount that reach- 
ed 550,000,000 a year in the case of 
farmers in eleven 
western 
states 


alone.

Other mem- 
bers of the Marshall family were re- 
ticlcnt and said they knew nothins 
of the trouble between the father and 
son.The Marshalls have lived in Ken- 
osha for many years and are widely 
known. 


Police investigators claim that the 


real trouble was that Young Marshall 
had been drlnkinc and "lost his head." 
Marshall appeared to ho slightly un- 
der the influence cf liquor followinc 
his arrest but he insisted that he hnd 
taken only two bottles 
of "needle 


beer." It was explained that "needle 
beer" is near beer which has been 
treated with ether.

Two county au- 
thorities declared the young man had 
made admissions which they

strued as a confession. 


In Restatement to District Attorney 


W. R. Kirk of St. Croix-co, Krueger 
declared he assaulted bis father, a 
man of 50 years, July 17, with an iron 
pipe following abuse and mistreat- 
ment of the son. 


Death of the father was taken by 


other members of the Krueger family 
.vith apparent unconcern, authorities 
declared, and an investigation for the 
motives of the slaying will be continu- 
ed', they stated. 


Otto Krueger was last seen alive by 


neighbors on July 17. and when his 
absence became marked they notified 
authorities and an investigation was 
nstituted.

MR. HUGHES PRONOUNCEMENT 
Secretary of State Hughes, who is in 


London, made a speech before the Pil- 
grims' Society of the highest internation- 
al importance. It will probably be read 
with more interest by Europe that any 
similar pronouncement of policy by pre- 
miers of either Great Britain or France. 
The eyes of Europe are upon the United 
States at a time which is perhaps the 
most critical since the Versailles peace 
conference. 
Europe is looking to this 


country for leadership and guidance in 
the final solution of the postponed prob- 
lems raised by the peace treaty. 
After 


all is said and done, it not what France 
proposes to do, or England suggests, but 
what the United States can bring to pass 
through its moral influence. 


Mr. Hughes' definition of American 


foreign policy ought to be gratifying to 
the peace-loving peoples of the nations 
concerned in the present European di- 
lemma. He says frankly that America 
wishes to cooperate with Europe for its 
rehabilitation and for the successful exe- 
cution of the Dawea plan for settling 
reparations. 
The United States, ilr. 


Hughes says, stands for further disarma- 
ment and supports institutions of inter- 
national justice. The only real reserva- 
tion he makes to American cooperation is 
that congress must maintain liberty of ac- 
tion in all international contingencies as 
as they arise. In other words, it will not 
be bound to a certain course in advance. 
"We think even the advocates of American 
membership in the League of Nations 
will agree to this hypothesis. No one, so 
far as we are aware, has asked for com- 
mitments by this nation that would at- 
tempt to bind the hands of congress, or 
interfere with entire liberty of national 
policy and action. 


There is a clear purpose to placate 


those at home who pretend to be dis- 
turbed by the possibility of American en- 
tanglement in European political affairs 
in Mr. Hughes' statement that we cannot 
adopt a policy "by which we create or 
intensify divisions at home without heal- 
ing divisions abroad." He overlooks the 
fact that there is a division of opinion 
among Americans over every step the ad- 
ministration has taken in its advance to- 
ward Europe. 
Since he says America 


supports institutions of international jus- 
tice, he necessarily closes his eyes to the 
bitter controversy in this country over the 
proposal for American adherence to the 
world court. 
However, the secretary's 


statements, about the necessity for unified 
public opinion in the United States on 
matters of foreign policy look well, even 
though they are not a reality and proba- 
bly cannot become so in the present na- 
ture of things for some time to come. "We 
ought to be united in our foreign policy, 
but until such time as something akin to 
the vision and humanitarianism of "Wood- 
row Wilson is recognized by the people 
and adopted by "Wai>hin£ton unity will 
not be had. 


Taken on the whole. Mr. Hughes' Lon- 


don address is th<- most advanced of any 
pronouncements tliat have yet been made 
by the administration.

Many successes were made by 
questionable means, including corruption 
and dishonesty in business and public of- 
fices. Bad example has brought about 
an opinion that the all-important thing 
is to get rich, and it makes no difference 
how money is acquired, so long as pre- 
caution is" taken against being caught. 
Law is in disrepute, and yet we are con- 
stantly engaged in enacting more laws 
that increase evasion of and contempt for 
statutory regulation, that make enforce- 
ment more difficult.

"Tho Midlander." is merely a restate- 
ment of his earler novsl. "The Tur- 
moil." The story is different, the char- 
acters are differTt, but the thins 
that .caused Tarkinpion to write t!io 
booh is appaientiy the same that 
caused him to write "The Turmoil." 
and some of his other later books 
like "The Magnificent Ambersons." 
That thinjr is smoke. 


Tarkington lives in Indianapolis on 


a lovely old boulevard in a somewhat 
stately brick house with a generous 
yard around it. He- lived there as a 
boy when Indianapolis was more 
like a large village- than a modern 
metropolis, when is was inhabited by 
somewhat leisurely j oople who were 
friendly with their neighbors, whose 
darky men of all work were regard- 
ed with the kindly sensa of their 
being a part of tao establishment; 
when farmers drove into town with 
.'i load of corn and business men had 
time to chat with ti.em; when in short 
life was slower and more friendly. 


WRECKED FKIEXDLV CITY 
Cut he has seen all this change. 


Indianapolis has changed from the 
large village into the large c:ty. The 
wave of modern 
industrialism has 


struck it. T'io "bor^r" arrived and 
told the world about Indianapolis with 
the voice of the steal calliope instead 
of in the low voic-J tones of friendly 
affection. "The bigger and better In- 
ilianapols clubs" co.^.ie to town in the 
Indiana capital as they did in every 
other growing city in the land. Beau- 
tiful old avenuss were swept dowrf 
in the march of the factory, and state' 
Iv homes that had become landmarks 
went down before the wrecker and in 
their place came automobile factories, 
foundries, steel works. And over the 
whole town came a pall of smoke.

Pulitzer prize, ho arave the reactions 
of a poet to the industrial movement. 


his reactions to r:r.oke and all that 
smoke connotes. Throughout almost 
the whole of that Look the reader is 
make to fee! that rmoke is an unmix- 
ed evil, that it is ^polling something 
fine and beautiful in American life. 
Rut at the very end Tarkington wea- 
kens and somewhat ineffectively asks 
whether aftui all there isn't some- 
thing to be said for the industrializa- 
tion of the American city. Apparently 
he did noi quite have the courage o'f 
his convictions and was intimidated 
by the "boosters" who were making 
his town and eve-y other town vi- 
brant with "bigger and better" talk. 


In his newest book. "The Midland- 


er," he once mor3 tells the story of 
smoke. The scene is the same and 
the city is once more "the midland 
City." Thif time it is, one of the boos- 
ters who is described. The other side 
of the picture is given, as it were, 
with the l-ooster's tiother serving as 
a representative of the old order. But 
he is a rilPetante .'<r>d rather ineffec- 
tive. The booster does his wrecking 
and his mad building up again, be- 
comes rich and goes down into bank- 
ruptcy a.id dnath And Tarkington 
hates it all and yet admires it and 
seems to feel that there is somehow 
meaning in it of some Hind.

Ice Bill Can Be Reduced 


With Use Of Little Care 


It is the llttla things that count in 


cutting down your ice bills, according 
to home economics experts. 


Hot foods ar.d dishes melt the Jce 


rapidly when placed in the Ice box. 
It is more economical to allow the 
cooked food to cool, before storing it 
in the ice box. The lighter weight 
dishes arc better than the thick por- 
celain ones for storage because they 
do not hold the heat as long or as 
much. Enamel waro has been found 
to be the most satifactory kind used. 


Have your ice box air-tight if you 


would cave ice. 
The doors should 


have good catches and should not be 
opened any more tban while the food 
is being taken cot or being put in. 
The warm outside sir which rushes 
in when the doors are left ajar tends 
to melt t'ue ce mcro quickly. 


An "ice blanket" of plain or news- 


paper is not considered economical. 
It prevents the ice from melting. If 
the ice cannot melt, the cooling pro- 
cess is stopped U 13 not economical 
to save ice and spoil the food. Ice 
melts slower when the ico chest is 
well filled than when only a small 
piece is used. 
Foods have been found to stay sweet 


longer when the ice box is cleaned 
once a week. To clean an ice box 
remove the ice and \\rap in a burlap. 
Remove the food and take out the 
shelves and racks. Wash the shelves 
and racks with warm soda, water and 
place in the sun to dry- "vV'ash the in- 
side of the refrigerator in a similar 
way and allow to ury thoroughly be- 
fore putting any food into It. The 
waste pipe is easily cleaned by using 
a long Handled Inus-h made for the 
purpose.

What Attention to Give the Transmission 


Gears and Rear Axie 


Among the last of the units on your car that require attention 


at the becir.ninp of the touring season, are the gears in the trans- 
mission case and rear axle. Fortunately these parts rarely give any 
trouble and require attention only about once every 2,000 or 3.000 
miles, that is. if the pear box and rear axle casings are oil tight. 
If these pre leakintr, then they will require attention much oftencr. 


Generally at the beginning of the cold wfather. the wise motorist 


drains off the heavy oil he has been using in these units during the 
summer, and replaces it with a much lighter oil for the colder weather. 
If heavy oil is used in cold weather it becomes very stiff and thick 
and absor')s quite a large amount of power and at the same times makes 
gear changing a little difficult. 
For the summer you need to use a 


fairly heavy oil to cu.-,hi.iri the gears, so that the first thing to do is 
to drain o'ut the old oil from both gear case and rear axle, and 
replace it with the proper grade of lubricant for the summer. 
First remove the drain plug

This is usuallv up to about the level of 
the lay shaft. When the gears are revolving they throw up enough 
oil to'lubricate the gears and main shaft bearings. Do not on any 
account fill the gear box to top with lubricant.

of the gear box. then try all bolts to see that they are tight and 
that there are no oil leaks.
